The : ub.cct was drop¬ 
ped summarily, upon the rainfall 
which then occurred and which reliev¬ 
ed the situation somewhat and bright¬ 
ened the future prospects, but which 
he claims, was no excuse or opportun 1 - 
ty for sidestepping the then presem 
question of feed.

tle by spring than was experienced in 
the fall of 1906-7, when many of our 
largest ranchers were hard put to pull 
through, and many suffered the loss 
of their entire capital.

That the Farmers’ Government of 
Ontario will proceed strictly on a pol¬ 
icy of strict economy is very evident. 
The policies to which they are pledged 
to bring forward are interesting, as 
shown by the following, which formed 
the pre-election pledges of the Farm¬ 
ers' Party and they cannot very well 
go back on the same: 

“(2) To abolish the system of par¬ 
ty patronage. 

“(1) To cut out all expenditures 
that are not absolutely essential. 

“(3) To limit Governmental activ¬ 
ity respecting commercial co-opera¬ 
tion to legislation facilitating co-op¬ 
erative effort, to the keeping of ac¬ 
curate records, and to general educa¬ 
tion along co-operative lines. 

“(4) _.To provide equal educational 
opportunities for all the children of 
all the people by greatly extending 
and improving educational facilities 
in the rural districts. 

“(6) To substitute for the policy 
of expensive Provincial highways a 
policy of organized continuous road 
maintainance, and of making good 
roads for all rather than high-grade 
roads for a few, the cost of road con¬ 
struction and maintainance being 
equitably distributed between city and 
country. 

“(6) To promote a system of for¬ 
estry which will maintain and in¬ 
crease the public revenues from this 
source, protect and perpetuate our 
forest resources, reforest the waste 
places of Old Ontario, aAfl encourage 
municipalities to engage in forestra- 
tion enterprises. 

“(7) To encourage and cheapen 
Hydro-electric development and main¬ 
tain effective public control over it. 

“(8) To enact and enforce such 
prohibitory legislation against the 
liquor traffic as the people may sanc¬ 
tion in the approaching referendum 
and as lies within the power of the 
Province. Prohibition is an integral 
part of the Farmers’ platform and the 
United Farmers of Ontario will use 
its influence in that direction. 

“(9) To extend the policy and 
practice of direct legislation through 
the initiative and referendum. 

“(10) To apply the principle of 
proportional representation to our 
electoral methods.”

At the present time Canada’s rat- 
big on the New York money market 
stands higher than that of any for¬ 
eign nation: and it is possible for her 
to obtain funds on that market on 
more favorable terms than any other 
country. The reason for this, as any 
financier will vouch, is Canada’s in¬ 
creased production and the prosperity 
she has enjoyed by the sale of her sur¬ 
plus product* at favorable prices in 
Great Britain and Europe. This vast 
system was affected through credits 
for which Victory Loan subscriptions 
provide the working capital. If for 
instance the public should turn an in¬ 
different ear to the Victory Bond 
salesmen now at work, our prosperity 
and credit would be impaired, our pro¬ 
duction dwindle and everyone would 
feel the menace of poverty. There is 
good reason to hope that Canadians 
are awake to their responsibility and 
opportunity. 

The allusion to Canada’s high rat¬ 
ing on Wall St brings up another 
phase of the Loan question. While 
Canada can borrow abroad on more 
favorable terms than any other na¬ 
tion, it is not desirable that she 
should do so: for that would take 
large sums out of the country in an¬ 
nual interest payments. It would 
help build up the prosperity of the 
United States at our expense. It is 
much more expedient that Canadians 
should themselves be the leaders, and 
that the interest should stay in the 
pockets of her own people. If it is 
profitable for Wall St. to loan money 
to Canada it is equally profitable for 
Canadians to loan money; to their 
country. 


Premier-elect Drury, of Ontario, 
said on November 11, that be would 
not be able to announce his cabinet 
choices as early as he expected.

CATTLE CONDITIONS 


There has been no abatement of the 
cold and continued fall of snow since 
our last issue and the weather con¬ 
tinues very unfavorable for stock. 
Feeding is general and the unexpected 
early winter caught many cattle men 
unprepared.for the present -emergen¬ 
cy, with the result that there is con¬ 
siderable feverish activity noticed in 
an endeavor to supply fodder. Some 
shipments of cattle from the south 
have been put through, but the gener¬ 
al shortage of cars has made this also 
a problem, and as there is practically 
no feed at all In the south country, 
the prospects there look gloomy. The 
price of cattle there, however, does 
not seem to have dropped in an en¬ 
deavor to unload, feven though no feed 
for the same is in sight and high 
prices are being maintained, without 
sale. The Calgary market embargo 
on further receipts has also caused 
some serious inconveniences and cattle 
Is noticed held up at the shipping 
points and are being fed there until 
they can be moved. The Calgary mar¬ 
kets are glutted with cattle, so we are 
informed, and it will be some time be¬ 
fore more shipments can be made to 
this point. The early entrance of full 
winter conditions also found the cattle 
not rounded up and the continued 
storm conditions have, in most in¬ 
stances, precluded the possibility of 
getting them home where they can be 
cared for. Much speculation is ad¬ 
vanced as to the final outcome, if 
there is not a break in the weathei 
which will allow some recuperative 
measures being undertaken by the 
stock men.

IN YOUR TOWN AND A HUNDRED OTHERS

Lethbridge Herald 

A glance at the prize list of the in-' 
ternational Sgvl Products Exposition 
at Kansas City .this year repeals the 
fact that one Alberta farmer, at least, 
carried off his full share of the a- 
wards,-and taking into consideration 
the fact that the past summer was 
one of the driest ever experienced in 
Southern Alberta, much credit has 
been given to a farmer who, «n spite 
of such difficulties, has successfully 
competed with exhibitors from all 
parts of North America and Europe 
At this exposition John W. Lucas, of 
Cayley, was successful in winning 
second prize for white oats, first for 
Broome Grass seed, first for peck of 
oats, first for peck of barley, and first 
for peck of rye. 

Mr. Lucas’ life story is an interest¬ 
ing one, for while much has been said 
and written about the country boy go¬ 
ing to the city and there making a 
success, very few instances seem to 
have been quoted of boys, city born 
and bred, leaving their stores and of¬ 
fices and making good on the land. 

A City Boy Made Good 

The career of Mr. Lucas is the story 
of a city boy, of no means to start 
with, who, feeling the call of the soil, 
left his “job” and is now a prosperous 
farmer in Western Canada. 

He was born in Stratford, Ont., and 
states that evpn as a boy he always 
had the desire to be a farmer and to 
own land of his own, but the greatest 
obstacle to the realization of his 
dreams was the practical impossibili¬ 
ty of a man without a large amount 
of capital purchasing the high-priced 
farm land of the settled parts of east¬ 
ern Canada. However, after graduat¬ 
ing from school, news came to him 
of free homestead lands for settlers 
in the west, and such an appeal was 
not wasted. 

Came to Alberta 

Here was the opportunity to get a 
farm of his own. This was in 1902, 
and a year later Mr. Lucas located his 
homestead in Alberta, where he has 
lived ever since. Commencing with 
160 acres of virgin prairie, and with 
no practical farming experience, Mr. 
Lucas has now by perseverance and 
industry increased his holdings to 800 
acres, besides being interested in a 
further six and a half sections—ap¬ 
proximately 1,000 acres. To keep in 
touch with the latest agricultural 
news and improvements, Mr. Lucas 
receives all the government bulletins 
and has an up-to-date and well-equip¬ 
ped library on farm and livestock to¬ 
pics. He is a member of the Canadian 
Seed Growers’ Association and, in his 
•wn words: “believes that the grow¬ 
ing of more and better seed grain is 
as important as the pure-bred live¬ 
stock industry. 

Won Many Prizes 

That Mr. Lucas’s belief is well 
founded cannot be doubted when one 
glances over the *list of successes he 
has had at agricultural expositions 
throughout the Dominion <5f Canada 
and the United States. He first ex- 
exhibited grain in 1914, and since that 
time has been a steady exhibitor at 
provincial and international exposi¬ 
tions. 

Besides many diplomas and premi¬ 
ums at provincial fairs for exhibits of 
grains and grasses, Mr. Lucas has 
won the first prize for white oats for 
five consecutive years at the Alberta 
annual seed fair. At the Internation¬ 
al soil products exposition at El Paso, 
Texas, in 1916, he was awarded the 
sweepstakes for oats and second prize 
for barley ip the open classes, as well 
as in the dry farming section. Again, j 
at Peoria, Ill., in 1917, though the 
exposition was earlier than usual, he 
was awarded third prizes for white 
oats and barley, and field peas in the 
•pen classes, and second for oats, 
first for rye and first for broome grass 
in the dry farming section, while in 
1918 he obtained second prize for field 
peas and third for broome grass seed. 

Believes in Mixed Farming 

Mr. Lucas is one of the ever-in¬ 
creasing number of farmers who be¬ 
lieve that mixed farming and dairy¬ 
ing, rather than exclusive grain 
growing, is the basis of permanent 
success on the ^md, but he has found 
time to make a specialty of the grow¬ 
ing of seedgrain, which has been very 
profitable ta him. Through seed sel¬ 
ection he has produced wheat averag¬ 
ing 66 bushels to the acre and oats 
averaging 139 bushels to the acre. 

The success of Mr. Lucas, both in 
general farming and in his exhibits is 
not an isolated case, but may be quot¬ 
ed as an example of what any person 
with perseverance and ability can pro¬ 
duce from the virgin prairies of West¬ 
ern Canada.

We clip from “The Dearborn Inde¬ 
pendent” Henry Ford’s own paper, 
some of his views, stated in a recent 
issue, as regards the after-the-war 
problem of industrial unrest:

city of almost anything you care to 
name. And what is the remedy for 
any shortage of articles that can b. 
made by tl\£ hands of man ? Why, 
the answer is so simple that is seem: 
frivolous even to make it. And yec 
in that answer Jies all that the United 
States and the world needs to know 
for reconstruction. The answer is this 
the labor of nrian produces. There is 
no scarcity of men. There is only a 
scarcity of men who believe that Wo A 
is a patriotic duty now as it was dur¬ 
ing the war. There is no scarcity 
of lhbor. There is only a slump in the 
productiveness of labor. Even for the 
higher wages, which it has a right to 
receive, labor is not producing as 
much as it did for lower wages. ' It 
would be easy just at this point to 
steer this discussion off into side is¬ 
sues. Any number of matters may be 
brought up, principally questions of 
past industrial dispute. 

We used to say, “Work will win the 
war.” Weil, it is true now that Work 
will save the country. Wages must 
be kept as high as possible. In many 
branches of industry wages ought to 
be increased forthwith. It is utterly 
foolish to think that a reduction ol 
wages would be followed by a redud- 
tion of prices,

In connection with the G. W. V. A. 
plan of gratuity for soldiers, the a- 
mendment moved by Major Andrews 
comes near what they wfent as it calls 
for an expenditure of $200,000,000 in¬ 
stead of $50,000,000, as moved by the 
parliamentary committee. 

There were 31,000 cattle on sale at 
the Chicago stock yards on October 
20th. Seven thousand of these were 
western steers. Grain fed cattle were 
strong, top prices being $19.50. There 
never was a time when grain fed cat¬ 
tle were so scarce. 

A farmer near Brooks, Alberta, re¬ 
ceived a revenue of $9,000 from 12 
acres of alfalfa land. He recently 
threshed his crop of alfalfa and got 
14 bushels to the acre. The seed is 
worth 85 cents a pound and every 
pound can be sold in the district. 

From Edmonton, the report comes 
that there are more jobs up there than 
there are men to take them. At present 
1200 men are required for tie making 
and lumbering in B.C., and big wages 
are offered by the labor bureau of 
that city. 

In view of the fact that a certain 
number of citizens are talking of drill¬ 
ing for gas in High River, it is rather 
discouraging to hear Mr. Coste, of the 
Calgary Gas Company, state that in 
ordinary times te cost $30,000 to drill 
a well, and that the cost now is over 
$40,000. 

The public school teachers of P.E.I. 
threaten to go on strike. Men, many 
of them married, get the munificent 
sum of $500 per year and women 
teachers receive $400. The wonder is 
that they do not all come out west in 
a body where they can get without 
any delay $1,000 per year. 

Considerable telephone construc¬ 
tion work has been done in this dis¬ 
trict, and strange to say, It was for 
political purposes. At Cochrane the 
telephone men were at work there 
and the U. F. A. supporters condemn¬ 
ed the Government for what they 
termed "wholesale bribery.” 

The Calgary Gas Company offers to 
spend more money on their gas plant 
providing the rates are increased. If 
the company is allowed to charge 40 
cents per thousand cubic feet for dom¬ 
estic use they will spend the full a- 
mount over and above 35 cents in dev¬ 
elopment work.
